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appreciation  of  the  material  advantage  that  such  an  institution  is  to  the  town  or 
city  in  which  it  is  located.  It  is  only  a very  few  years  since,  to  secure  proper 
hospital  treatment,  a long  railway  journey  was  necessary.  Soon  every  county  of 
Ontario  will  have  its  own  hospital , properly  equipped  for  the  care  and  treatment 
of  medical  and  surgical  cases,  and  thus  every  part  of  the  Province 
will  be  afforded  advantages  which  not  long  ago  it  was  necessary  to  seek  in 
the  larger  centres.  To-day  the  medical  and  surgical  equipment  of  many  of  our 
town  hospitals  is  superior  to  that  found  in  some  of  the  old  established  institutions 
in  the  large  cities.  The  effect  in  every  town  where  a public  hospital  has  been 
established  is  seen  not  only  in  affording  proper  care  for  the  sick,  but  also  in  foster- 
ing and  developing  an  appreciation  of  scientific  advantages  to  the  medical  profes- 
sion that  ultimately  are  of  the  greatest  benefit  to  the  whole  community.  From 
the  standpoint  of  value  to  the  country,  hospitals  undoubtedly  rank  first  in  the 
philanthropies  of  the  age  in  which  we  live. 

Plainly  spoken  criticism  has  to  be  expressed  in  the  reports  of  inspection  of 
some  hospitals  (particularly  in  Toronto)  where,  on  account  of  the  lack  of  proper 
accommodation,  there  has  been  found  a disposition  to  crowd  poor  patients,  admitted 
on  municipal  orders,  into  poorly  ventilated  wards  and  to  reserve  nearly  all  the  best' 
parts  of  the  building  for  private  and  semi-private  patients.  The  original  idea — the 
care  of  the  sick-poor — for  which  hospitals  were  established  must  not  be  lost  sight- 
of.  The  institution  that  fails  to  provide  proper  accommodation  in  suitable  build- 
ings for  its  patients  should  not  be  considered  worthy  to  share  in  either  Government 
or  municipal  grants.  City  hospitals  should  be  compelled  to  afford  as  comfortable 
wards  for  their  patients  as  are  found  at  similar  institutions  in  the  towns  of  the 
Province. 

There  is  a marked  improvement  in  the  fire  protection  now  provided  at  nearly 
every  hospital  in  Ontario.  Where  the  sick  and  helpless  are  cared  for  the  absolute 
necessity  of  having  not  only  proper  facilities  for  escape,  but  also  appliances  always 
ready  for  use  in  the  event  of  a fire  occurring,  is  recognized.  Nearly  every  hospital 
is  now  properly  equipped  in  this  respect. 

The  rate  of  maintenance  at  Ontario  hospitals  is  less  than  at  similar  institu- 
tions in  other  portions  of  America,  and  criticism  is  seldom  called  for  in  regard  to 
lack  of  economy  in  management.  The  expenditures  under  the  different  headings 
indicate  such  prudence  and  caution  that  inquiry  often  comes  from  other  countries 
asking  for  information  in  respect  to  the  methods  employed  to  secure  such  results. 
The  average  daily  cost  per  patient  in  our  hospitals  for  the  past  year  was  $1.23, 
and  when  this  rate  is  compared  with  the  maintenance  rate  at  the  hospitals  in  the 
United  States  there  is  certainly  reason  to  feel  satisfied  with  the  comparison. 

Sanatoria  for  Consumptives. 

Duriug  the  past  year  1,051  patients  were  admitted  to  the  special  hospitals  or 
sanatoria  for  the  treatment  and  care  of  consumptives  in  Ontario.  But  this  by  no 
means  indicated  the  number  of  persons  who  have  been  helped  through  the  dispen- 
saries and  visiting  nurses  in  connection  with  these  local  institutions.  The  excel- 
lent work  they  are  doing  can  only  be  appreciated  by  those  familiar  with  the  work 
now  being  carried  on  in  Toronto,  Hamilton,  London,  Ottawa,  Kingston,  St. 
Catharines  and  other  places. 

The  necessity  of  having  local  sanatoria  in  Ontario  for  the  treatment  and  care 
of  consumptives  is  recognized  as  never  before.  Any  attempt  to  bring  together  and 
care  for  in  one  institution  a large  number  of  consumptives  should  be  discouraged. 
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The  Government  grant  should  be  limited  to  not  more  thaii  one  hundred  patients 
under  one  management,  with  a floor  space  of  10x12  feet  for  each  patient’s  bed.  In 
the  State  of  Ohio,  an  enactment  has  become  law  during  the  past  year  which  forbids 
more  than  five  counties  combining  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a sanatorium  for 
the  treatment  of  tuberculosis  persons.  The  valuable  report  of  the  Connecticut 
Commission  last  year  is  recognized  as  an  indication  of  the  best  method  of 
caring  for  the  consumptives  in  any  country. 

That  report  recommends  that  local  sanatoria  be  established  in  the  counties 
of  the  State,  each  county  to  furnish  the  site,  and  the  State  and  county  to  divide  the 
cost  of  buildings  and  maintenance.  It  has  been  found  to  be  a mistake  for  a State 
to  erect  and  maintain  large  institutions  for  the  treatment  of  consumption.  States 
which  have  taken  that  method  have,  after  a few  years’  experience,  realized  this  fact, 
and  that  it  would  have  been  better  to  establish  small  local  institutions  than  the 
more  expensive  and  less  useful  larger  ones.  The  report  of  the  Connecticut  Commis- 
sion is  a valuable  contribution  and  may  be  taken  as  agreeing  with  the  best  thought 
of  those  who  have  made  a special  study  of  all  the  plans  devised  for  fighting  the 
white  plague.  It  is  remarkable  how  the  report  of  the  Connecticut  Commission 
agrees  with  the  plan  agreed  upon  in  .Ontario  and  from  which  there  should  be  little 
deviation.  The  Ontario  Government’s  conditional  grant  to  every  municipality 
establishing  a local  sanatorium  for  the  treatment  of  consumptives  is  $4,000,  and 
afterwards  it  makes  a liberal  contribution  towards  each  patient’s  maintenance.  It 
seems  strange  that  municipalities  are  slow  in  taking  advantage  of  this  liberal  pro- 
vision. The  idea  has  prevailed  that  in  establishing  local  sanatoria  it  would  be 
necessary  to  copy  the  usual  methods  of  hospital  construction,  and  the  question  of 
expense  has  stood  in  the  way.  Expensive  and  ornate  constructions  should  not  be 
thought  of  in  preparing  plans  for  the  housing  of  consumptive  patients.  The  one 
aim  should  be  to  provide  for  a maximum  amount  of  pure  air  at  a minimum 
expense  in  architectural  outlay.  A frame  building  with  wide  verandahs  and  a 
few  shacks  comfortably  fitted  up  would  surely  be  an  investment  that  every  county  in 
Ontario  could  profitably  make.  The  many  instances  that  we  have  in  Ontario 
where  consumption  has  been  cured  is  assuring  evidence  that  should  justify  the 
establishment  of  municipal  sanatoria,  especially  when  the  Government  grant  is 
liberal.  The  districts  in  Germany,  England  and  Scotland  that  have  had  sanatoria 
established  for  several  years  demonstrate  the  fact  that  these  institutions  are  never 
a menace  to  the  community  where  they  are  located.  On  the  other  hand,  it  is 
clearly  shown  that  there  is  less  tuberculosis  in  the  immediate  neighborhood  of  the 
institutions  than  there  was  previous  to  their  establishment.  We  know  that  Graven- 
hurst  has  not  suffered  in  any  sense  by  having  the  two  hospitals  for  consumptives  so 
convenient  thereto.  This  country  is  gradually  awakening  to  the  proper  methods 
of  dealing  with  the  white  plague  and  the  next  decade  will  no  doubt  bring  about 
greatly  increased  sanitarium  facilities  for  the  proper  care  of  the  consumptive 
individual.  The  establishment  of  these  local  institutions  will  not  only  effect  a cure, 
or  improvement,  in  patients  under  their  shelter,  but  one  of  their  great  missions  will 
be  to  teach  a proper  mode  of  life  to  the  community  in  general  and  to  the  consump- 
tive in  particular.  They  will  spread  the  gospel  of  a life  in  pure  air  as  the  only 
proper  mode  of  life  for  every  human  being. 

EnucATioisr  in  Eegard  to  Consumption. 

If  the  decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  reported  as  caused  by  tuberculosis  in 
Ontario  during  the  past  seven  years  is  maintained,  it  is  estimated  that  they  will 
soon  fall  below  10  per  cent,  of  the  total  death  rate.  The  largest  number  in  the 
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sent  to  the  County  Clerk  of  the  County  in  which  the  institution  upon  which  such 
report  is  made  is  situated,  or  when  any  such  House  of  Eefuge  is  under  the  direction 
or  control  of  two  or  more  Counties,  then  to  the  clerk  of  each  of  such  counties.” 
In  accordance  with  the  terms  of  this  Act,  visits  of  inspection  have  been  made 
to  each  of  the  County  Houses  of  Eefuge  and  reports  of  such  visits  made  to  the 
Grovernment  and  the  County  Clerks  of  the  different  Counties.  There  are  now  28 
County  Houses  of  Eefuge  in  Ontario  and  one  under  construction  in  the  County  of 
Haldimand.  When  this  is  completed  very  few  counties  in  the  Province  will 
remain  which  have  not  complied  with  the  statutory  requirement.  The  visits  of 
inspection  have,  I trust,  proved  helpful  to  the  management  of  these  institutions. 
The  conditions  prevailing  in  these  Houses  of  Eefuge  vary  greatly.  In  some  coun- 
ties the  management  is  much  better  than  in  others.  Some  Houses  were  found  neat, 
clean  and  everything  in  good  order.  In  others  there  was  a lamentable  lack  of  any 
system  in  management  and  discipline.  The  inmates  in  some  of  the  institutions 
were  found  apparently  well  looked  after  and  when  sick  properly  nursed  and  nour- 
ished. In  others  the  unfortunate  inmates  seemed  to  be  left  very  much  to  take  care 
of  themselves,  and  the  sick  were,  I fear,  greatly  neglected.  In  some  of  the  Houses 
the  grossest  indifference  could  only  account  for  the  conditions  existing.  Ho  insti- 
tution supported  by  public  funds  should  be  maintained  in  an  unsanitary  condition, 
and  the  inmates  left  to  care  for  themselves.  In  some  of  the  Houses  the  average 
weekly  cost  for  the  maintenance  of  the  inmates  is  less  than  one  dollar,  while  in 
others  where  a greater  effort  is  made  by  providing  a sufficient  staff  to  conduct  the 
institution  properly  the  cost  for  maintenance  is  over  two  dollars  per  week.  When 
proper  help  is  employed  there  is  no  difficulty  in  conducting  these  Houses  as  they 
should  be.  Those  in  charge  of  the  Houses  of  Eefuge  in  most  counties  are  honestly 
endeavoring  to  do  their  best,  but  they  are  often  hindered  in  their  efforts  by  the 
determination  of  the  County  Council  to  have  the  House  conducted  at  the  lowest 
possible  cost.  Fortunately  there  are  only  a few  instances  where  undesirable  con- 
ditions prevail,  but  a further  amendment  to  the  Act  permitting  the  Inspector,  as 
in  the  case  of  gaols,  to  specify  the  number  of  attendants,  etc.,  seems  very  desirable. 
A uniform  system  for  the  whole  Province  in  the  management  of  these  Houses  is 
apparently  necessary. 

There  are  44  Eefuges  and  Homes  in  Ontario  receiving  government  aid.  The 
total  population  during  the  past  year  in  these  institutions  was  6,082.  The  total 
annual  expenditure  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Eefuges  for  the  past  year  was 
$365,736.72.  Towards  this  expenditure  the  Oovernment  contributed  $75,572.30,  to  be 
divided  among  the  institutions  at  the  rate  of  seven  cents  per  day,  as  provided  for  by 
the  Charity  Aid  Act,  according  to  the  length  of  residence  of  inmates,  the  balance  of 
the  expenditure  being  contributed  by  subscriptions,  bequests,  municipal  grants,  etc. 
These  Eefuges  have  all  been  regularly  visited  and  inspected  according  to  statute  and 
suggestions  made  in  some  instances  for  their  improvement.  The  principal  reason 
for  criticism  arose  from  the  tendency  in  many  of  these  institutions  to  overcrowding 
the  dormitories  so  that  the  proper  amount  of  air  space  was  not  provided  for  each 
inmate.  Tbe  regulation  demanding  that  in  every  dormitory  there  must  be  a space 
of  at  least  two  feet  between  each  bed  and  that  each  sleeping  apartment  shall  be 
properly  ventilated  is  now  fairly  observed.  In  each  dormitory  or  ward  at  least  six 
hundred  cubic  feet  of  air  space  must  be  allowed  and  provided  for  each  bed  or  occu- 
pant, and  no  more  beds  or  occupants  shall  be  permitted  than  are  thus  provided  for. 
Provision  should  be  made,  by  a proper  system  of  ventilation,  to  have  a complete 
change  of  air  every  hour  in  all  the  rooms  where  the  inmates  are  congregated.  The 
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system  of  inspection  now  records  the  capacity  of  each  institution,  and  any  attempt 
at  overcrowding  can  be  readily  detected  and  corrected. 

While  we  are  gratified  with  the  evidences  of  philanthropy  that  provides  homes 
for  the  aged  and  infirm,  care  must  be  taken  that  we  do  not  fall  into  the  mistake 
which  has  been  created  in  some  countries  and  build  up  a system  that  encourages 
thriftlessness  and  consequently  pauperism.  Only  those  who  are  incapacitated 
by  the  infirmities  of  age  should  seek  assistance.  England  to-day  is  struggling  under 
the  tremendous  burden  of  its  work-house  system,  not  so  much  on  account  of  its 
enormous  cost  as  on  account  of  its  undermining  influence  on  British  character, 
breeding  as  it  does  a population  of  spiritless  paupers.  Pauperism  is  a condition 
created  by  indiscriminate  charity.  This  we  must  seek  to  avoid.  The  management 
of  our  city  Refuges  have  a great  task  in  working  out  plans  that  will  avoid  creating 
conditions  in  this  country  that  have  proved  harmful  in  Great  Britain. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  there  has  been  considerable  improvement  in  the 
facilities  for  fire  protection  at  these  Refuges.  Too  great  caution  cannot  be  taken 
to  have  constantly  at  hand  not  only  simple  and  effective  means  for  checking  a fire 
but  also  a recognized  and  well  understood  system  for  the  quick  removal  of  the 
inmates  if  danger  should  threaten.  Those  in  charge  of  these  Refuges  have  in 
nearly  every  instance  cheerfully  complied  with  the  suggestions  that  have  been  given, 
and  it  is  pleasing  to  record  many  observed  incidents  indicating  faithful  and  con- 
scientious devotion  to  duty  in  caring  for  the  old  and  infirm  committed  to  their  care. 

Orphanages. 

During  the  year  30  Orphanages  in  Ontario  have  received  Government  aid. 
These  institutions  had  a total  population  of  4,734  children.  The  total  expendi- 
ture for  the  maintenance  of  these  charities  during  the  year  was  $164,917.10.  The 
Government  grant  to  assist  in  meeting  that  expenditure  was,  at  the  rate  of  two 
cents  per  day,  $17,388.05,  the  balance  being  contributed  by  private  donations, 
municipal  grants,  etc.  An  official  visit  of  inspection  has  been  paid  to  each  of  these 
institutions.  Last  year  attention  was  called  to  the  overcrowding  found  in  many  of 
the  Orphanages;  especially  in  the  dormitories  too  many  children  were  crowded  to- 
gether, and  in  some  the  lavatory  facilities  were  found  very  deficient.  It  is  gratify- 
ing to  note  marked  improvement  in  these  respects.  The  number  of  children  now 
in  the  Orphanages  of  Ontario  is  much  less  than  for  several  years.  This  is  a hopeful 
sign.  The  best  institution  is  a poor  substitute  for  the  home.  The  Children’s  Aid 
Societies  throughout  Ontario  have  more  applications  for  children  for  adoption  than 
can  be  supplied,  and  it  seems  peculiar  that  so  many  children  should  be  kept  in 
Orphanages  who  might  be  adopted  into  comfortable  homes.  Nearly  all  the  institu- 
tions for  the  care  of  children  in  Ontario  are  well  managed,  but  at  best  the  life  of  a 
child  therein  is  deprived  of  that  broadening  development  that  comes  from  inter- 
course with  outside  children.  The  environment  in  childhood  has  a potent  infiuence 
in  moulding  character.  No  matter  how  kindly  cared  for  they  may  be  in  these  in- 
stitutions there  is  lacking  some  of  the  elements  that  make  for  rugged  upbuilding 
of  character.  We  are  yearly  providing  in  Canada  comfortable  homes  for  hundreds 
of  children  brought  out  from  the  Orphanages  of  Great  Britain  while  keeping  so 
many  of  our  own  native  born  young  Canadians  housed  in  our  own  institutions. 
The  majority  of  people  taking  English  children  express  a preference  for  Canadian 
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born,  but  for  some  reason  their  wishes  cannot  be  complied  with.  The  fault  lies,  I 
am  convinced,  not  nearly  so  much  with  the  people  in  charge  of  our  Orphanages  as 
with  the  persons  who  commit  children  to  these  institutions  with  the  expressed 
understanding  that  they  must  be  kept  there  and  not  given  out  for  adoption  into 
private  homes.  I have  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  rules  governing  the  admis- 
sion of  all  inmates  should  be  changed  so  as  to  permit  the  management  of  all  our 
Orphanages  after  a child  has  remained  a certain  period  to  decide  in  regard  to  his 
removal  for  adoption. 

The  domestic  management  of  the  Orphanages  of  Ontario  is  carefully  and 
prudently  looked  after,  and  little  if  any  criticism  has  been  necessary.  The  funds 
contributed  for  the  maintenance  of  these  institutions  are  expended  most  carefully 
and  their  financial  returns  compare  most  favorably  with  those  of  similar  charities 
in  other  countries.
